The California Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration is investi- 


gating a fatality that occurred in one of . 


the elevators in the Foundation building 
at the end of last semester. 

Access to the second and third floors 
of the building is currently restricted to 
the stairwells. 

Annette Lujan, an employee at the 
Office of University Grants and Re- 
search, died in the elevator accident on 
Dec. 7, 2011. 

Lujan was pinned between the third 
floor of the building and the elevator, 
which was stuck between the second 
and third floor. As she was trying to 
get out of the elevator, it moved and 
crushed her. 

After the accident, President F. King 
Alexander sent an email to the cam- 
pus community that all campus eleva- 
tors would be inspected. According to 
Toni Beron, associate vice president 
of university relations, inspections on 
all campus elevators were completed

Annete Lujan, 48, was a single 
mom and a CSULB employee for

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CFA, CSU 
discuss 
key issues 


Session aims to 
resolve salary, 
benefits, workload, 
appointments.

After nearly 18 months of failed 
bargaining, the California Faculty As- 
sociation and the Cal State University 
met for a mediation session Thursday. 

Mediation, the second step in a 
“statutory process” outlined in state 
labor laws, consists of a neutral third 
party joining the CFA and CSU at the 
negotiation table, said chair of the CFA 
bargaining team Andy Merrifield. 

“The mediator acts as a sort of mes- 
senger,” Merrifield said. “The whole 
point is to get people to talk to each 
other 72: 

State-appointed mediator Tony But- 
ka served during the session, accord- 
ing to the CFA website. 

According to the union, no progress 
has been made in resolving key issues 
such as salary, benefits, workload, ap- 
pointment, summer employment and 
more. 

“We’re not asking for any take 
backs,” CSU spokesman Erik Fallis 
said. “We have proposed a couple of 
things that we think are common sense 
or that were recommended to us by the 
auditor of the state of California.” 

A few proposals Fallis listed include 
having employees report outside em- 
ployment in addition to holding mean- 
ingful evaluations of employees before 
they receive tenure employment. 

Butka met individually and collec- 
tively with the parties, and Merrifield 
said mediation could take more than a 
single meeting to complete.

June Margaret Cooper, the former 
executive vice chancellor for the Cal 
State University system, died on Jan. 
10, 2012. She was 78. 

Cooper became the first black fe- 
male acting president for Cal State 
Long Beach in 1988. 

On Jan. 20, 2012, a memorial ser- 
vice was held at the Earl Burns Miller 
Japanese Garden at Cal State Long 
Beach because it was one of Cooper’s

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Laws to 
protect 
minority 
eroups 


The CSU system will 
provide alternate 
exam times for 
religious obligations, 
prevent bullying due 
to sexual orientation.

Hundreds of laws went into effect 
for 2012, some geared toward minori- 
ties and religious groups and others to 
protect students from being bullied. 

Assembly Bill 668 and AB 620 are 
meant to guard the civil rights of cer- 
tain minority groups. 

AB 668 allows alternate times for 

- religious students to take exams in ac- 
cordance with their religious obliga- 
tions, and AB 620 was passed to help 
prevent bullying students based on 
their sexual orientation. 


According to a report from the 
California Postsecondary Education 
Commission (CPEC) from June 2009, 
33 percent of lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender students have seri- 
ous depression concerns. 

In addition, 73 percent of LGBT 
students feel they are respected on 
campus — compared with 93 percent 
of heterosexual students. 

Equality California, the sponsor of 
AB 620, released a statement about 
the findings of the study, stating that 
“CPEC has recommended that all 
postsecondary institutions establish 
policies to reinforce existing laws 
that forbid discrimination on the 

basis of sexual orientation or gender 
identity.” 

CSU spokesman Erik Fallis said it is 
representative of the state’s diversity. 

“We do represent a very diverse 
state and because of that, our system is 
incredibly diverse — the most diverse 
in the nation,” Fallis said. 

Many hope that these new laws will 
help improve the environment on the 
CSU campuses. 

“The CSU is clearly governed by the 
state of California, and we certainly do 
our best to implement every law that’s 
adopted as faithfully as possible and as 
well as possible,” Fallis said. 

In addition to the laws protecting 
minority students, several other laws 
have taken effect as well. 

AB 670 provides an appeals process 
for students who are denied admission 
toa CSU. 

AB 795 gives authority to CSUs and 
community colleges to enforce state 
and local laws regarding smoking and 
tobacco use. 

A violation of the new smoking law 
could result in a $100 fine.

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The programs were halted in 2002, 
with three students enrolled in the 
program, when the U.S. State Depart- 
ment issued a travel warning. 

The U.S. travel warning was issued 
when Israeli-Palestinian violence in- 
creased during the Second Intifada, 
or second Palestinian uprising. The 
travel warning was issued on July 
6, 2002, six days after a bombing on 
the campus of Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem that killed five Americans. 

CSU policy does not allow travel 
to countries that have travel warn- 
ings, according to CSU spokesperson 
Erik Fallis. 

Recently, the CSU decided to reas- 
sess safety in Israel. 

“Ideally, we want to give students 
the opportunity to study abroad wher- 
ever they want,” Fallis said. “If it was 
something we could do securely, we 
would do it.” 

To assess safety, the Chancellor’s 
Office sent Charlene Minnick, assis- 
tant vice chancellor for risk manage- 
ment and public safety, and Leo Van 
Cleve, director of international pro- 
grams, to Israel. In addition, the CSU 
hired an outside consultant, the Sala- 
manca Group, to assess security in Is- 
rael. 

According to Fallis, the CSU did not 
release specifics on the report, but said 
overall the situation has become more 
stable. The CSU opened applications 
for the program while it was still being 
decided upon. Students who applied by 
the Dec. 15 deadline did not know if 
they would be heading to Israel in fall 
2012 or not. 
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The study abroad program was formerly offered at Tel Aviv 
University prior to the 2002 federal travel warning. 


The decision to reinstate the pro- 
gram was based upon security, accord- 
ing to Fallis. 

Since the CSU began discussing 
reinstating the study abroad program, 
two letters have been sent to the Chan- 
cellor’s Office. 

The letter in opposition to reinstat- 
ing the program was led by Cal State 
Northridge professor David Klein. 
Klein’s website hosts the open letter 
that is signed by 127 individuals, many 
from CSUN. 

The letter makes six points not to re- 
instate the program, including the 2002 
U.S. State Department travel warning, 
safety concerns in addition to the travel 
warning and citing “prominent intel- 
lectuals have compared Israel’s treat- 
ment of Palestinians to, Apartheid in 


South Africa.” 

Cal State Long Beach Professor 
Emerita Sherna Gluck signed the letter. 

“T cannot support cooperation with 
Israeli universities and certainly can- 
not endorse our CSU students attend- 
ing these institutions any more than I 
supported exchanges with South Afri- 
can apartheid universities,” Gluck said 
via email. 

Another letter was sent from a group 
called Scholars for Peace in the Middle 
East saying they “applaud the chancel- 
lor and the Board of Trustees of the 
California State University System for 
their decision to reinstate the Interna- 
tional Program to Israel.” 

According to Fallis, the CSU an- 
ticipates additional students turning in 
late applications for the program. 
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and a poetic reading. 

Herbert Carter, a long-term friend 
and chair of the CSU Board of Trustees, 
spoke about how he convinced Cooper 
to take the position as acting president 
of CSULB as a temporary replacement 
for Stephen Horn. 

She served as acting president for 
a few months until Curtis L. McCray 
filled the position. 

Carter then convinced Cooper to 
take a position in the Chancellor’s Of- 
fice. He said that she belonged there 
because she would be the one to make 
changes. 

“She was a leader,” Carter said. “She 
understood it was important to give 
back.” 

Outside of her professional career, 
Cooper was a mother to two daugh- 
ters and a grandmother to three grand- 
daughters. 

Julia Diane Whitley, her youngest 
daughter, gave a speech about how her 
mother influenced her life. She also told 
a story about her mother dancing on a 
table at her wedding. She recalled her 
mother jokingly saying that she may 
be a grandmother, but she’II never look 
like one. 

“She was always dressed as if she 
walked out of a Saks Fifth Avenue or 
Neiman Marcus catalogue,” Whitley 
said. 

Thelma Drew, her sister, shared sto- 
ries about the Cooper family and how 
they were raised. Drew said that Coo- 
per’s love of music and dancing, and 
her habit of always being well dressed 
came from her mother; but her individ- 
ualism and independence came from 


their father. 

Cooper was born on April 3, 1933 in 
Corona, N.Y. to William Fred Cooper, 
Sr., and Margaret Cooper. She was one 
of seven children. 

Cooper was raised in Queens and 
West Babylon, N.Y. Her father was her 
biggest role model, and he encouraged 
her to excel in academics. 

Cooper received her bachelor’s from 
Queens College, master’s from Brook- 
lyn College, and Ph.D. from New York 
University. She was voted Outstanding 
Doctoral Student in 1964. 

Two years later, Cooper moved 
across the nation for the start of what 
was a 30-year long career in the CSU 
system. 

She began as a professor in the de- 
partment of speech communication and 
communicative disorders at Cal State 
Long Beach. 

In 1972, she was promoted to chair 
of the department of communicative 
disorders, and then she became the as- 


sociate vice president for Academic Af- 


fairs in 1975. 

Her success continued to grow at 
CSULB when she became vice presi- 
dent of Faculty and Staff Relations, 
acting president and, finally, vice presi- 
dent for Student Services. 

Cooper also kept busy with commu- 
nity service work. 

She won various awards, such as 
the National Conference Humanitar- 
ian Award, Woman of the Year from 
the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, and Ci- 
tations of Appreciation from the cities 
of Compton, Long Beach, Los Angeles 
and Lynwood, the County of Los Ange- 
les and the state of California. 

Cooper is survived by her two 
daughters and three granddaughters. 
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After CSU faculty went on strike at Dominguez Hills and East Bay, CFA officials petitioned for 
impasse and met with CSU officials and a state-appointed mediator on Jan. 19.

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However, if Butka decides that set- 
tlement cannot be achieved through 
mediation, he will certify the dispute 
to continue to the next step: fact- 
finding. 

“T don’t know what’s going to hap- 
pen,” Merrifield said. 

Before the mediation session, Mer- 
rifield said information would not be 
released until either an agreement is 
reached or Butka moves negotiations to 
the next step. 


The two sides have been negotiating 
a successor contract since the current 
agreement expired about 18 months 
ago. 


The faculty union bargaining team. 


walked out of a negotiation session 
with university administration on Nov. 
18, 2011, according to a bargaining up- 
date on the CSU website. 

That same day, CFA submitted a 
request for impasse, a legal step that 
leads to state-appointed mediation. 

A day earlier, CFA members held a 
one-day strike at Cal State campuses 
Dominguez Hills and East Bay, shut- 
ting down classes at both schools. 


The strikes were for equity pay in- 
creases for the 2008-09 and 2009-10 
academic years. 

Fallis said the union could not le- 
gally strike over anything still on the 
negotiating table. 

Butka has served as a mediator in 
previous disputes between the two 
sides, according to the CFA website. 
Both CFA and CSU expressed hopes 
that mediation will help them to come 
to an agreement. 

“Our intent is to settle the contract 
as quickly as possible,” Merrifield said. 
“The mediator is a tool to help with 
this. We are taking advantage of it.”

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Anti-piracy acts 


After a media maelstrom caused the 
Internet community to go into panic 
mode, SOPA and PIPA have stalled in 
congress. The Stop Online Piracy Act and 
Protect Intel- 
lectual Property 
Act, designed to 
protect artists 
and distributors from losing money due 
to massive circulation of bootleg content, 
failed to strike a chord among the online 
community. 

The acts were too broad and gave the 
government too much power to control 
content on the Internet, which is why the 
(temporary) death of SOPA and PIPA is a 
good thing. 

SOPA would have barred search en- 
gines from linking to sites that host copy- 
righted material and could have imposed 
up to a five-year jail sentence for illegally 
streaming copyrighted material. 

PIPA would have given the government 
the ability to block access to websites 
within and outside the United States 
that linked to illegal content. SOPA and 
PIPA, despite what they were trying to 
accomplish, would have infringed on free 
speech rights — effectively censoring the 
Internet. 

Now, when you say you oppose SOPA 
and PIPA it’s easy to come across like 
you don’t care about industries losing 
money over illegal downloading. That’s 
not the case. No one’s trying to demean 
the artists and distributors by saying we 
don’t care about their money. 

Piracy is obviously a huge problem, 
especially in music. A look at the huge 
decline in record sales over the past 
decade should make that clear.

Piracy is especially prominent among members of our gen- 
eration. We’re connoisseurs of pirated content and we illegally 
download without a second thought. We, as a generation, are used 
to stealing. 

After years of declining sales, it makes sense that eventually 
someone would step in to try to protect copyrighted work, and 
there’s nothing wrong with that. So why did SOPA and PIPA have 
so many detractors? 

Ultimately the acts would have had more supporters had they 
been narrower. Instead, they gave the government huge, sweeping 
power to shut down any sites it deemed as violating copyright laws 


and, in essence, “stealing” content. 

But that’s how the trouble started. A lot of harmless websites and 
blogs would have gone down under SOPA and PIPA. Sure, the obvi- 
ous sites such as MediaFire and BitTorrent would’ve been taken 
down. MegaUpload already went down, but what about blogs? The 
whole point of blogs is to report and add commentary on informa- 
tion taken from outside sources. 

That’s where the line begins to blur. Those sites could possibly 
fall under the SOPA/PIPA umbrella as well, and then what are we 
left with? The government picking and choosing which sites are 
ok while leaving the rest walking on eggshells. SOPA and PIPA 


would’ve brought the internet to a screeching halt which is exactly 
why so many people, young people in particular, opposed them. 
We’re college students; you don’t mess with our internet. 

Last week, Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid (D-Nev.) decided 
to halt voting on PIPA and SOPA in order to draw up different ver- 
sions of the acts. After causing such an uproar there was no way 
they could’ve voted in favor of the acts without creating even more 
hysteria. But, we’re not out of the woods yet. 

What we have on our hands is a small victory. Hopefully the new 
versions of the acts will be a bit narrower and focus a little less on 
trying to censor the Internet. 


Paula Deen and Food Network should focus on healthier food 


Southern cuisine queen Paula Deen has 
recently found herself in a hot mess after publicly 
admitting that not only has she had Type 2 Dia- 
betes for the last three years, but she is also a paid 
endorser of a diabetes medication called Victoza. 

The 65-year-old chef became the victim of seri- 
ous backlash last week as she revealed her dia- 
betes diagnosis and endorsement of Victoza, an 
expensive drug running for about $500 a month. 

For the last week defenders and critics have 
grilled the “butter queen” about her hypocrisy 
over willingly hiding her condition to her public 
and The Food Network for the last three years. 

While Paula Deen has publicly announced that 
she will be showing slight moderations to her 
famous recipes specifically for diabetics, she does 
not seem to be ashamed of her decision to wait 
until three years after her diagnosis. 

On ABC’s “The Chew,” Deen claimed she had 


“nothing to bring to the table” at the time and had 
to digest the news before she could speak about it. 

Among her toughest critics is fellow chef 
Anthony Bourdain who accused Deen of being 
the “worst, most dangerous person on the Food 
Network.” He even alluded to her strategic move 
of becoming a paid sponsor for a diabetic medica- 
tion on Twitter by saying he would “get into the 
leg breaking business 
to profit from selling 
crutches later.” 

On Friday morn- 
ing, CBS interviewed renowned celebrity Chef 
Jose Andres about the issue. While attempting 
to remain neutral, he relieved some of the blame 
that has been given to Deen by saying that it’s not 
her fault the nation is so obese. He blamed The 
Food Network for not taking more initiative until 
recently to promote healthy eating habits such as

self-control and moderation. 

Deen has said that she doesn’t eat that way all 
the time and moderation is key. There is a lack 
of individual responsibility that is being ignored 
because the truth of the matter is that we know 
her food is bad and we consume it regardless.

While it is hard to tell if Deen will actually do 
the ideal move and back away from the sponsor- 
ship, it will be great to see healthier alternatives 
to her heavenly and guilt-filled concoctions. 

The most important move that has yet to be 
seen is The Food Network’s. Will they combat 
national obesity instead of promoting it? Even 
though every person makes conscious choices as 
to what they eat, The Food Network could do its 
part as a very successful and powerful network to 
help the cause.

The Sheets,” or “How To Prepare

A 
terrorist being held in a cell at the 
center should not, by any means, 
have access to material like Inspire 
magazine. 

Worse yet, according to the ABC 
News article, it isn’t even sure how 
the magazine found its way into the 
cell in the first place. This raises 

questions regarding not only the 
sorting and distribution of 
mail at the facility, but also 
the security of the insti- 
tution to begin with. If 
a magazine glorifying 
terrorism can be found 
at Guantanamo Bay, 
what else could have 
slipped through the cracks?

Annette Lujan, a single mom and 
an employee of the Foundation build- 
ing’s Office of University Grants and 
Research at Cal State Long Beach for 
nine years, died in an elevator accident 
on Dec. 7, 2011.

cident and often worked full-time while 
going to school full-time. 

“She was a great gal,” Moore said.

O’Neil-Rosales said that many people 
on campus couldn’t get their grants with- 
out Lujan. She also said that Lujan was 
dedicated to fighting for rights and that 
she was always smiling and enthusiastic. 

A memorial service was held in hon- 
or of Lujan on Dec. 16, 2011 at the Earl 
Burns Miller Japanese Garden.

The university has not heard any- 
thing from Cal OSHA about the inves- 
tigation into the fatality and the eleva- 
tor, according to Beron. 

Both elevators in the Foundation 
building are still out of order. 


A wooden barrier blocks off the 
elevator where the accident occurred, 
black curtains hang in front of the el- 
evators on the second and third floors, 
and OSHA posted a “do not enter/dis- 
turb” sign on the first floor. 

According to Erika Monterroza, 
spokesperson for Cal OSHA, the in- 
vestigations into the fatality and the el- 
evator are still ongoing, and they may 
take four to six months to complete.

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Former Penn State coach 
Paterno dead at 85 


Allentown, Pa., MCT —Joe 
Paterno, the former Penn State football 
coach whose Hall of Fame career ended 
amid scandal, died Sunday after a bout 
with lung cancer. He was 85. 

Paterno’s family released a 
statement Sunday morning announcing 
his death. 

“He died as he lived,” the statement 
said in part. “He fought hard until 
the end, stayed positive, thought only 
of others and constantly reminded 
everyone of how blessed his life had 
been. His ambitions were far reaching, 
but he never believed he had to leave 
this Happy Valley to achieve them. 

He was a man devoted to his family, 
his university, his players and his 
community.” 

Paterno died at 9:25 a.m. EST of 
“metastatic small cell carcinoma of 
the lung” at Mount Nittany Medical 
Center in State College, Pa., a hospital 
statement said. He was surrounded by 
his family “and they request privacy 
during this difficult time.” 

Paterno, who served as Penn State’s 
head coach for nearly 46 seasons, was 


diagnosed in November with what 
family members described then as 

a treatable form of lung cancer. The 
diagnosis came only days after Penn 
State’s board of trustees fired Paterno 
after former assistant Jerry Sandusky 
was charged with child sex abuse. 

In an interview with The 
Washington Post this month, his 
last public comments, Paterno said 
he was “doing really well” with his 
cancer treatments until developing an 
infection. Paterno, who also suffered a 
fractured hip after falling in his home 
in December, was hospitalized Jan. 13. 
He told Post reporter Sally Jenkins that 
“the good Lord got a reason” for his 
situation. 

“You know, I’m not as concerned 
about me,” Paterno said in the 
interview. “What’s happened to me 
has been great. I got five great kids. 
Seventeen grandchildren. I’ve had a 
wonderful experience here at Penn 
State. | don’t want to walk away from 
this thing bitter.”

Gingrich’s victory throws GOP 
race into uncharted waters 


COLUMBIA, S.C. (MCT) — South 
Carolina Republicans went rogue 
Saturday, choosing Newt Gingrich for 
president in the state’s GOP primary. 

In the process, the primary results 
threw the 2012 Republican presidential 
race into chaos and upended 30 years of 
precedence — of always endorsing the 
GOP’s establishment candidate. 

It is the first time a Republican 
has won the South Carolina primary 
without winning either of the first two 
election season contests — in Iowa and 
New Hampshire. The S.C. results also 
call into question the ability of onetime 
GOP front-runner Mitt Romney to rally 
the Republican base in the fall’s general 


election against Democrat President 
Barack Obama. 

Gingrich victory’s transformed 
South Carolina from its traditional 
role of kingmaker of the Republican 
establishment candidate — this year, 
Romney —tordisrupter — resurrecting 
the candidacy of the former House 
speaker, who had finished fourth in 
Towa and fifth in New Hampshire, and 
restarting the Republican primary process. 
In doing so, S.C. Republicans may have 
passed their “we-pick-presidents” torch 
to Florida, a much larger, richer state that 
has been eyeing South Carolina’s spot on 
the primary calendar.

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Etta James was 
unmatched as a stylist 


(MCT) — To get a sensé of the 
distance that singer Etta James traveled 
in her life, and the influence she had on 
American popular music, head back to a 
hotel room near the Primalon Ballroom 
in San Francisco, 1954. The singer 
Johnny Otis is tired but has agreed 
to audition a shy 16-year-old named 
Jamesetta Rogers for his show. 

The girl is so nervous that she can’t 
face Otis and sing, recounts George 
Lipsitz in his Otis biography, “Midnight 
at the Barrelhouse,” so she retreats 
to the more acoustically forgiving 
bathroom and sings from afar. Otis, 
excited, wants to sign her on the spot 
but needs parental consent because 
of her age. The problem? She’s never 
met her father and her mother is in 
jail. Undeterred, she fakes the call (or 
forges a signature — Otis and James’ 
recollections differ on the specifics), 
and the rest, as they say, is history. 

Los Angeles music took a double 
blow this week with Friday’s death of 
James at the age of 73, and, on Tuesday, 
the passing of Otis, two longtime L.A. 
musicians who helped place the West 
Coast on the R&B map at a time when 
much of the hottest rhythm & blues was 
coming out of the American South. 

The evidence lies in the pair’s first 
single together, “The Wallflower,” a 
response song, one of many at the time, 
to a Hank Ballard hit called “Work 
With Me, Annie.” A thinly veiled 
sexual come-on, Ballard’s version went 
viral before there was such a term and 


prompted a string of hits that used the 
song as a springboard into a musical 
conversation. 

To say that James was a magnetic 
presence would be an understatement: 
It’s been speculated that blues legend 
B.B. King wrote “Sweet Sixteen” 
with her in mind, and as James grew, 
her voice and delivery also matured, 
allowing her a range that nailed ballads 
with the same passion as rockers. 

Though she became an icon, James 
had few crossover hits and faded from 
the charts by the end of the 1960s, 
though her 2003 comeback album, 
“Let’s Roll,” was well received and 
won a Grammy Award. By then, 
though, the years of substance abuse 
and struggles with weight had taken 
their toll. But one listen to some of her 
classic tracks — especially her version 
of Willie Dixon’s hyper masculine 
boast, “I Just Want to Make Love 
to You,” from 1961 — is enough to 
confirm her place in the pantheon. On 
it, she growls like Wanda Jackson and 
purrs like Eartha Kitt, repeating the 
words “love to you” over and over 
again. James seemed to snatch the lyrics 
from the jaws of lesser singers and eat 
them up herself. But that’s what she 
did her whole life, and why Etta will 
be remembered as one of America’s 
greatest song stylists.

Despite not converting a field goal in 
the final five minutes of the contest, the 
Long Beach State women’s basketball 
team poured in 44 second half points in 
its 74-67 victory Friday over Cal Poly 


San Luis Obispo. 

After a back-and-forth contest that 
included six ties and 12 lead chang- 
es, The Beach held on for its second 
straight Big West Conference win at the 
Walter Pyramid, improving its home 
record to 9-2 overall. 

LBSU (9-11, 4-3 Big West) shot 51 
percent from the field as the Mustangs 
(6-12, 3-3 Big West) failed to keep pace 
in the waning minutes. 

The ‘Niners converted six 6 of 8 
clutch free throw attempts in the final 
minutes, with junior guard Jhakia Mc- 
Donald making 4 of 6 and senior for- 
ward Tipesa Moorer connecting on a 
pair.

4-67 victory over Cal Poly at the Walter Pyramid. 
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Moorer led all Long Beach scorers 
with 16 points to go with four rebounds, 
three assists, and a steal. Freshman 
center Devin Hudson, who in just her 
fourth conference game had another 
solid outing—compiling 14 points, four 
rebounds and a steal. 

Hudson credited the entire team’s 
ability to collaborate for the early suc- 
cess in Big West play. 

“Tt is a team effort,’ Hudson said. 
“Coming together as a team since we 
are so young has not been easy. It looks 
like we are coming together fast but we 
started off a little slow, a little rocky.” 

Hudson added: “Everyone is here for 
the right reason, so it makes it easier to 
come together on the court.” 

Three-pointers were falling all night 
for The Beach as the squad matched its 
season-high by knocking down 9 of 20. 

Five different ‘Niners connected 
from behind the arc, including a by a 
career-high three from junior guard 
Mary Ochiltree. Ochiltree scored 11 
points to go along with three assists 
and a steal. 

The Mustangs were paced by senior 
forward Kristina Santiago, who tallied 
25 points to lead all scorers. Santiago 
added a game-high 11 rebounds and 
four steals. 

This is no unusual feat for Santia- 
go. The senior is third in the country 
in scoring, averaging 23.8 points per 
game to go along with 10.4 boards. 

LBSU head coach Jody Wynn knew 
it would be tough to contain Santiago’s 
scoring ability, so she wanted the team 
to contain the rest of the Mustangs as 
much as possible. 
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LBSU womens basketball team with 16 points and four rebounds. 


“T think for the most part we did a 
good job on everybody else,’ Wynn 
said. “Aside from turning it over and 
giving up 16 offensive boards, I think 
we did a great job tonight.” 

Wynn added: “A lot of these kids 
have not been in this situation.

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LBSU avenges tournament loss in rout of UCSB 


The 49ers led by as 
many as 31 points ina 
23-point steamrolling 
of the Gauchos.

SANTA BARBARA — The Long 
Beach State men’s basketball team had 
payback on its mind Saturday as it laid 
a beat down on the team that has halted 
its NCAA Tournament hopes the past 
two seasons. 

The 49ers pounded the UC Santa 
Barbara, 71-48,-behind a focused de- 
fensive effort that saw the ‘Niners lock 
down UCSB’s two top scorers Orlando 
Johnson and James Nunnally. 

LBSU head coach Dan Monson said 
senior guards Casper Ware and Larry 
Anderson took the defensive matchup 
personally. 

“Casper [Ware] and Larry [Ander- 
son] were very disruptive defensively,” 
he said. “Both of them stayed very dis- 
ciplined. This [game] and the Xavier 
game were our two best performances 
of the year.” 

Ware said that their defensive game 
plan was to limit the Gauchos’ stellar 
scoring duo who average a combined 
36.4 points per game heading into the 
contest. 

“We knew going in if we slowed 
them [Johnson and Nunnally] down 
we had a good chance of winning the 


game,” he said. “Our focus was to make 
them score under 28 [points] combined, 
and we hit that goal. 

Ware and Anderson were able to hold 
Johnson and Nunnally to just 15 points 
combined on 5 of 22 shooting. They put 
two points on the scoreboard in the first 
half on 1 of 9 from the field. 

LBSU (14-6, 7-0 Big West) has been 
questioned throughout this season 
about its slow starts, but tonight was a 
different story. The ‘Niners took a 36- 
23 lead into the break, and coach Mon- 
son said his team was much more honed 
in for this game. 

“No question [LBSU was more fo- 
cused from the beginning],” he said. “I 
think it helps when we respect them so 
much, [there was] a sold out crowd, [the 
game] was on national T.V.; there were a 
lot of reasons to be focused today.” 

Ware said. being ousted by UCSB 
(9-7, 4-2 Big West) in the last two Big 
West Conference tournaments played 
a big role in the way he and his team- 
mates played. 


“Losing that conference tourna-— 


ment [last year] built up so much pain 
inside,” he said. “We finally got to let 
it out on them [UCSB] instead of some- 
body else.” 

While the 49ers smothering defense 
stunted the Gauchos offense, LBSU 


was able to soundly execute their of- 


fense against the zone defense that 
UCSB hoped would give them the edge. 
The “Niners shot 58.7 percent (27 of 
46) from the field, a far cry from the pe- 
destrian 28.8 percent they shot in last 
year’s Big West championship game. 
The ‘Niners connected on 9 of 20 


from 3-point range, which was also 
much improved on from last year, when 
they shot 23.5 percent (4 of 17) from be- 
hind the arc. 

The Beach was able to hold the 
Gauchos to just 35.1 percent (20 of 57) 
shooting, as opposed to the 50 percent 
(26 of 52) that LBSU gave up in the Big 
West championship game. 

Anderson led the scoring charge for 
LBSU with 19 points on 6 of 9 shoot- 
ing, including 3 of 5 from behind the 
arc. Ware had an efficient night as well, 
scoring 14 points on 5 of 10 from the 
field, while dishing out five assists. 

Junior wing James Ennis finished 
with 14 points on 6 of 8 shooting, in- 
cluding two spectacular momentum- 
altering dunks. Senior T.J. Robinson 
picked up another double-double with 
11 points on 5 of 6 shooting while pull- 
ing down 11 rebounds. 

Ware said coach Monson wanted the 
team to attack the Gauchos zone de- 
fense. 

“Coach [Monson] said don’t get 
stagnant with the zone,” he said. “[He 
wanted us to] move around, attack it, 
and act like we were playing a man [to 
man] offense.” 

Anderson called this performance 
the best that this squad has put together 
all season long. 

“Yeah it was [our best performance], 
by far,” he said. “Everybody was really 
engaged, and we came out and executed 
really well.” 

The 49ers offense kicked into high- 
gear in the second half, mounting a 15-2 
run that helped them extend their lead 
to 31 points — their largest of the con-

its way to a 23-point victory. 

The Gauchos were led by fresh- 
man forward Alan Williams who fin- 
ished the contest with 10 points on 5 
of 7 shooting, while pulling down 3 


rebounds. 

The 49ers will look to keep their per- 
fect record in the Big West intact when 
they travel to UC Riverside on Thurs- 
day at 7 p.m.
